A Curious Coincidence. 

& very stange coincidence is to be 
noted in connection with the death 
of tha Queen. A London morning naws- 
paper of Tuesday, the 22nd Jaunary, pub- 
lished therefore twelve hours or moro be- 
foro the death of the Quoen, has thisremark- 
able announcement :—*Mr J. W. Lilley, 
lato Surveyor-General of Her Majesty's 
Cnatoms, and foster-brother to the Queen, 
died early yesterday morning at Etlerslie, 
Thurlow Park-road, S.E.’ Tho. decensed 
Mre Lilley, the mother of this gentleman, 
was seloctéd as the. wot-nurse for the Queen, 
and took direct personal charge of the infant 
Princess. Victoria of Kent from the day of 
her birth at Kensington Palace, on the 24th 
May, 1819. It is not o little remarkable 
that this old yentleumn, the fuster-brother 
of the Queen, should havo pre-deceased his 
Royal foster-sister by ona day, ho having 
died on the 2ist January and the Queen on 
the 22nd. 


Admiral Seymour's Successor. 


Admiral Sir Cyprian Bridge, who is 
prescatly to come ta Chincso waters in 
command of the British’ squadron in place 


of Sir dward Seymour, about to retire,’ 


was well knownhere (says the Siigapore 
Free Press) during his somewhat lengthuned 
stay here with his flagship, the Orlando, 
which came up to ‘Singapore on her 
way homo from Australis about threo 
yonrs agy, aba time when. sorivus ‘trouble 
was expected between Raxsis and Japan. 
Tt waa during that stay in Singapore, that 
Admiral Bridge made, on behalf of the 
British Admiralty, that fainous purchase.of 
all the Cardiff coal between Aden and Ja- 
pan, not to speak of all tho cargoes afloat 
to artive.
